ber 1. 
Billiard Room Fees 

Another division of the trouse in 
committee which did not follow party 
lines was that establishing a lower 
schedule of license fees for biHiard 
rooms outside the four cities of Ed- 
monton, Calgary, Medicine Hat and 
Lethbridge, than will prevail within 
these centres. 

On Hon. A. G. MacKay’s motion a 
second reading was given the new act 
to prevent the spread of communic- 
able diseases. 

Bill Thirteen 

Once again Bill Thirteen was thrown 
into the commitree for free-for-all 
discussion and for the third time was 
threshed out in detail and returned 
with a progress report when the bour 
for adjournment arrived. 

Bill Thirteen ts the federal act to 
aboHsh private employment agencies 
and it was accorded more open sup- 
port on the floor during the discus- 
sion Friday. Premier Stewart gave 
his most earnest assurance that the 
measure would not be enforced until 
such time as the operation of the 
govermment bureaus showed in euch 
cities as Edmonton and Calgary that 
a!) the employment business was being 
handled by the government and han- 
dled satisfactorily. He felt, however, 
that it would be regrettable if the 
measure were defeated when it was 
uniform legislation for all Canada, 

Hon. J. R. Boyle, Capt. Pearson, 
Major Lowery and Alex. Ross spoke 
in favor of the bill in principle, each 
holding that the private employment 
agencies not be protected over 
the rights of the public, 

Practically no new arguments were

n assed. 

’ * Billiard Room Act Amendment 

An amendment to the new billiard 
room act was introduced by Hon. J. 
R. Boyle, aiming at the exclusion of 
G.W.V.A. and Y.M.C.A. social centres 
from the operation of the measure. 
While it was generally agreed that 
soldiers’ clubs, and such organizations 
where pool tables were not maintain- 
ed for gain, should be exempt from 
license burdens, the framing of the 
exemption clause caused the house 
no little trouble. It was finally con- 
ceded that the clause would have to 
stand over for further revision to 
meet the needs of the case. 

Another controversy arose over the 
creation of a schedule of fees for 
licenses, based on a sliding scale from 
the cities of Edmonton, Calgary, Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat, to smaller 
centres of the province. It was again 
contended by some members of the 
opposition that the license rates 
should be the same in cities, towns 
and villages. The house, however, 
voted down an amendment 
a flat rate schedule of fees, and 
adopted a sliding scale as recom- 
mended by the attorney-general.

Seed Grain Purchase Loans 


The act to allow advances for the 
purchase of seed grain was amended 
by Hon. Duncan Marshall in com- 
mittee of the whole to permit farmers 
to use up to $90, of a loan of $350, for 
the purchase of feed grain. 

Jas Weir thought the division of 
the original sum of $350 into a fund 
to purchase feed would limit the seed 
grain buying. 

Mr. Marshal! pointed out that any 
sum up to $350 could be borrowed 
and of this amount any portion of the 
$90 could be used to buy feed. The 
matter would work out all right. 

Mr. Weir read a letter from a ten- 
ant farmer claiming that the local 
municipal council would not guaran- 
tee advances for seed grain owing to 
notes of 1918 remaining unpaid. The 
secretary said this act was necessary 


because the government refused to 
renew the notes. 
Hon. A. G. MaeKay cleared this 


point up. The secretary in question 
was absolutely wrong. The govern- 
ment was renewing such notes every 
day and the arrangement was applic- 
able all over the province. 

In answer to Mr. Gilmour the min- 
ister of agriculture said the fedeftal 
government was prepared to furnish 
seed grain but the province had to pay 
cash, or at least the municipal coun- 
cils did with the government's guar- 
antee. 

Instead of maturing in January as 
formerly these seed grain notes will 
be made payable on November 1. 

Jas. Weir and J. H. Kemmis pro- 
tested against the maturity being fix- 
ed at the same time as al! machinery 
notes. 

The premier and Mr. Marshall 
pointed out that the government was 
becoming responsible for the raising 
of over $750,000 to help the farmers 
buy seed and this entire loan would be 
made available at 7 per cent. There- 
fore the government must protect 
against possible loss through inability 
to collect long after the season's crop 
was sold.

Denounced at Public Meeting 
Held in Separate School Hall 


Liquor Legislation and Its Enforcement Handled Without Gloves— 
Social] Service League Also Under Fire—‘‘Moderation League’’ 
Like That of British Columbia Urged—Profiteering Druggists 


Also Dealt with 


Prohibition in general and the Social 
Service League in particular were 
handled without gloves at the public 
meeting held Friday night in the 
Separate school hall to protest against 
the Alberta Liquor Act and its opera- 
tion. The act and the method of its 
enforcement, or rather its non-en- 
forcement, were denounced in s¢ath- 
ing terms and as for the gentlemen 
who are identified with the activities 
of the league—vwell, if their ears did 
not burn just about that time it must 
have been” because they are by this 
time pretty thoroughly accustomed to 
castigations of that kind. 

There were about 160 persons pres- 
ent, including several women, when 
the meeting was called to order. There 
were a number there who were not in 
accord with the speakers, but the over- 
whelming majority were on the side 
of the protesters and they made their 
sentimems known in no uncertain 
manner. 

It was noticeable that while none 
of the “pro” speakers had a kind word 
to say for the liquor act, none of them 
wanted to see a return to the open bar. 
What was especially advocated was the 
formation of a “Moderation League” 
on the same lines as that which has 
been organized in British Columbia, 
and a resolution was passed with the 
unanimous approval of those voting, 
looking toward the establishment of 
such a league. A committee was ap- 
pointed to take the preliminary steps. 

One speaker, Sergeant Harvey, de- 
clared that when the soldiers returned 
they would not stand for being de- 
prived of liquor and would Insist on 
the prohibition legislation being set 
aside. 

There were two speakers who had 


the courage of their convictions and 
stood by prohibition, namely J. W. 
Findlay, former president of the 


Trades and Labor Council, and Frank 
Scott, the veteran Labor man They 
were frequently interrupted the 
crowd but stood their guns. 


Resolutions Adopted 
In adition to the resolution favoring 
the organization of a Moderation 
League, the following resolutions were 
put and adopted: 

That this meeting is of the opin- 
ion that it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to regulate the price of alco- 
holic beverages sold by drug stores 
for medicinal purposes, as # be- 
lieves that it is outrageous that pro- 
fiteering should be indulged in by 
the exploitation of the sick; 

It is also the opinion of the meeting

that two per cent. beer is unpalat- | 


able and injurious, and that it is not 
possible to make a good beer that 
contains less than four per cent 
alcohol; while we also believe that 
stouts and ales, 
doubted medicinal values, should be 
permitted on sale. 

That this resolution be forwarded to 

the cabinet and members of the 

legislature. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Jos. Adair and Mayor Clarke was call- 
ed to the chair. Sergeant-Major H. L. 
Bateson, one of the organizers of the 
movement, was chosen secretary and 
explained the objects of the gathering. 
It was called, he declared, to protest 
against prohibition as we had experi- 
enced it for the past two or three 
years. “Everybody is absolutely tired 
of it,” he said, and the first burst of 
applause of the evening followed the

The Public Health Department 


A bill is before the Legislature 
by which it is proposed to raise 


Public Health from that of a sub- 
department to a fully developed 
branch of the Government. 

It is provided that there shall! 


be a department of public service | 
to be called the Department of | 
Public Health, which shall have) 


charge of the administration of 
the acts and ordinances relating 
to this subject. It is laid down as 
the duty of the department to 
‘*institute inquiry and collect facts 
and statistics relating to all mat- 
ters of public health, to dissemin- 
ate information in such manner 
or form as may be found best 
adapted to promote health and to 
prevent and suppress disease, to 
secure the observance and execu- 
tion of all acts and legislation 
dealing with matters of public 
health.”’ 

Some added responsibility is 
placed upon civic officials by pro- 
vision declaring it to be the duty 
of every official of a public insti- 
tute, every medical officer of 
health, every secretary of board 
of health, every secretary or clerk 
of a municipality, village, town or | 
city, every secretary of a school 
board, every medical practitioner 
every dentist, every druggists, to 
ansewer promptly all communica- 
tions from the department, to col- 
lect and tabulate facts according 
to instructions to be given them by | 
the department and to supply cor- 
rect information as to all matters 
submitted to them. ; 

Under the larger powers thus! 
secured and the wider responsi- | 
bility assumed, ‘the department of! 
publie health will undoubtedly be | 
able to render still more efficient | 
service than in the past in this} 
most important of all branches of 
the public service.

Billiard Room Regulations. 


The somewhat widely discussed 
subject of the regulation and 
control of billiard rooms, pool 
rooms, bowling alleys, ete., is in- 
troduced to the Legislature by a 
bill which purposes to repeal the 


act now in effect and to substitute | 


what is to be called the Billiard 
Room Act, 
A billiard room is defined as any 


rooms or rooms in any house, tent, 


shed or any other place in which a} 


billiard table, pool table, or bow)- 
ing alley is set up forhire or gain. 
Only a person licensed under the 


act may carry on the business of a | 


billiard room proprietor. The 
license is to state the name of the 
licensee, the nature of the business 
authorized to be carried on, the 
number of tables or alleys which 
may be kept, and the 
location in any city, town, village 
or other locality of the premises in 
which such business is to be con- 
ducted. 

The regulative provisions stipu 
late that no infant under the age 
of 18 years shall be employed in 
or about a billiard room for any 
purpose connected with the busi- 
ness thereof except by written per- 
mission of the Attornty-General. 
Nn infant under 18 years of age 
shall be allowed to play any bil- 
liard or bowling game in any bil- 
liard room, nor to frequent such 
premises unless accompanied by 
his parent or guardian, and may 
be excluded by the proprietor, 


with ‘‘reasonable force’’ if neces- 


sary. 

Every billiard room shall he 
7.30 
on Saturday night to 8 o’elock on 
Monday morning, and on _ other 
nights of the week shall close at 
12 o’clock and remain closed until 
7 o’clock the next morning. No 
drunken person shall enter or re- 
main in any pool room or billiard 
room, and no swearing, blasphem- 
ous and obscene language shall be 
permitted therein. No person shall 
carry onor play any game of 
chance in a billiard room. No slot 
machine, punch board or other 
gambling device shall be kept or 
operated therein. 


A moiety of every penalty re-| 


covered under the act shall belong 
to the municipality in which the 
offense is committed, the other 
moiety being paid to the Attorney- 
General for the use of the Pro-

| The Last Days of the Romanoffs 


BY C. A, HAYDEN 

Calgary, Alberta, March 3.--After 
being subjected to atro: oie and pro- | 
longed indignities, too revolting io re- 
| late in intimate detail, the Roman- 
| offs were assassinated—husband, wife 
and children—and their bodies con- 
Signed to flames. One proof of this) 
was the discovery of the Czarina’s 
| Jewels in the ashes, she having con- 
cealed them in her apparel. Their | 
attendants were also murdered under 
harrowing circumstances. 

This is the subeiance of a letter re- 
ceived by W. M. Davidson, member of 
the legislature and editor and owner 
;of The Morning Albertan, Calgary, 
from L. 8. Wall, formerly of Calgary | 
and now interpreter with the Ameri- 
can railway engineers in Manchuria. 
Mr, Wall has made exhaustive inquir- 
ies and has had access (o first hand in- 
formation, and he relates a circum-/| 
| #tantial story that will shock the civ- 
ilized world. 

When Mr. Wall lived in Calgary he 
| Was connected with the street railway 
and was a prolific writer of social and 
economic subjects, contributing for) 
Mr. Davidson's paper, a connection 
which he has maintained since goiag 
to Manchuria with the American 
forces. A Russian by birth, Mr, Wil 
has lived in many countries and ts an} 
| accomplished linguist, which accounts 
|for his present post. 

The letter penned in Manchvria to 
Mr. Davidson follows, and in st*vccure 
it is exactly ae Mr. Wall comp, s°d it, 
which accounts for. the peculiarly 
Stilted yet attractive style that is ‘6 
observable here and there: 

In the month of June of last year 
Nicholas Romanoff and his family 
were removed from the Aboloksky 
monastery (40 versts away from To- 
bolsk) to Ekaterinburg, and here (as 
it is becoming clear now through nu- 
merous proofe of the investigation or- 
dered by the council of ministers of 
the Siberian government) full of tor- 
tures were passed the last days of the 
family of Romanoffs. 

Nicholas Romanoff and his family 
were placed in Prof. Ipatyevs resi- 
dence, a double-storey house with a 
'eamall yard encompassed with a high 
picket fence. | 

In the first floor, furnished most 
luxuriously and comfortably the guard 
took up their abode. It was composed 
of select bandits of Bolshevism, and | 
the second floor was allotted to the 
ex-ezar and his family. 

A part of those who were with the 
Romanoffs in Tobolsk and Abolak- 
sky monastery, namely, the ex-sover- 
ign'’s physician, Botkin; maids of 
honor, Booksgevden and Narishkina; 
the man-nurse of the ex-heirs to the 
throne (Dorevenko), an elderly man 
a valet-de-chamber, and a chamber- 
maid, were all shot to death, and the 
rest of them were driven out and dis- 
persed. 
| For the whole imprisoned family of 
seven souls there were given but two) 
beds. The children had to sleep on the 
floor on their parents’ clothes, White- 
| wear was being given to them very | 
scantily. 


| The furniture of the dining room 
consisted of only a roughly-made table 
‘and a few benches, 

The prisoners were fed on the com- 
mon board. and got their meals from 
one dish with five spoons only. They 
| were let out for only one hour's walk 
daily. 

Sometimes when having their din- 
ner from one dish without any spoons, 
which they were “deprived of as arm! 
insult to their manners, a sentry-ban- 
dit would come in and say: 
| “Ah, you have got today some- 
| thing good which we have not." Then 
/he would seize the dish and go away 

with it, or he would poke his filthy 
hand into the dish and extract from 
there with his fingers some of the con- 
tents. 

| At nights some of the guards used 
|; to come and take the Romanoff's 
daughters downstaire . . 
| ‘The waiis of one of the rooms in the 
\wuardhouse were painted all over with 
| rough and indecent pictures, and cor- 
| responding inscriptions placed below 
them, 

Under. conditions as mentioned 
above the life of the Romanoffs was 
/full of suffering, brutal jeers and 
mockery, and tragical indeed wae the | 
/termination of their lives. | 

Persons deserving entire confidence 
who got acquainted with the inquest 
| material, with the photographs of the | 
house, and who saw some of the dead 
bodies, paint before us the following 
|heart-tearing pictures: 

About a week before

equate and that there must be a - 
antee of a steady, uninterrupted 

ply of food. No country was in a 
position to supply this food under the 

| German conditions, so the question 

of credit remains unsettled. 


Meeting of Armisti 


Paria, Mar. 7—-A Havas dispatch 
from Posen, dated Wednesday, tells 
of the meeting of allied and German 
missions at the village of Kreutz, 
where negotiations for a new armis- 
tice between Germany and Poland 
will be carried on. The allied mission 
arrived at Kreutz at 11.30 o'clock on 
Wednesday morning and the train 
bearing the German delegates, headed 
by Baron von Rechenberg, who was 
accompanied by Dr. Drews, the Prus- 
sian minister of the interior, and Gen. 
Dommes, arrived at 12.20 o'clock. J 
J. B. Noulens, former French ambas- 
sador to Russia, and General Dupont, 
introduced the delegates on the rail- 
way platform. The courteous de- 
meanor of the Germans was noted as 
being distinctly different from that 
shown at Brest-Litovsk last vear, 
when they were so truculent toward 
Leon Trotzky, then Bolsheviki min- 
ister of war, and his friends This 
time, however, the Germans wore no | 
uniforms.

Nor must we forget the larce 
number of Canadians who served 
outside the Canadian Corps. The 
Canadian fviator proved re- 
sourceful, and was given high 
rank for his work in the Imperial 
forces. THe was in evidence where 
hard fighting and dangerous ser- 
vice had to be performed. More- 
over, he represented a remark- 
able percentage of the air fignt- 
ing forces with the Rritiah armies 
tn France and Flanders. 

The Canadian Forestry Rat- 
talions and Railway Construction 
Fingineers brought experience to 
their operations in Great Britain 
and Francs which the Imperial 
authorities report as invaluable 
to the British operationa 

The Canadian Medical Services 
from casualty clearing station to 
general hospital were held in high 
regard for the courage, devotion 
and skill of doctors and nurses. 

The Canadian Cavalry Brigade 
forming part of an imperial cay- 
alry division, fully upheld its 
country’s honor in emulation with 
tried and famous British cavalry 
regiments. 

War Service at Home. 

Turning to the senior service 
we find large numbers of Cana- 
dians’serving in the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, particularly 
in motor-boat patrol work, and 
it is well to remember that Cana- 
‘dians were present at the famous 
exploits at Zeebrugge and Ostend. 

While our citizen soldiers thus 
Played their part abroad we were 
not remis at home. Our women 
suffered sorrow and anxiety with 
rare patience and fortitude while 
keeping up an increasing volume 
of good works. Others of them 
served with efficiency tn office 
factory, workshop and farm. 

We supported Mberally, patri- 
otic, Red Cross and other funds 
needed to meet conditions inci- 
dent to the war. 

We developed a production of 
munitions which was of vital im- 
portance to the fighting forces 
on every front, and for which we 
earned the grateful appreciation 
of the Imperial government, on 
whose behalf Mr. Winston 
Churchill, the minister of muni- 
tions, recently stated: “Canada's 
remarkabie output of munitions 

‘ has played a large part in the 
munitioning of the British armiea, 
and will remain a testimony to 
the high value in that great strug- 
gie of all those, whether manu 
facturers or work-people, who 
shared in the work.” 

We earned distinction in the 
Production of aeroplanes and in 
the training of pilots in the Royal 


Air Force Aviation schools and 
camps in Canada. At the time 
hostilities ceased the Canadian 


eutput of aeroplane spruce, so 
difficult to secure, had reached a 
point representing fifty to sixty 
per cent of the entire require- 
ments.for British planes. 

We accumulated great stores of 
wealth through extreme world 
prices paid for agricultural and 
@ther supplies which nature and 
eur industry gave to us, as well as 
from returns received from in- 
dustrial developments in muni- 
tions and general war material. 
From this wealth we, who had 
hitherto been a borrowing coun 
try abroad, loaned to our own 
government no less a sum than 
$1,260,000,000.00 to carry on the 
war, and yet had left over suffi- 
cient to extend loans of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to the hard- 
Pressed British treasury. 

In all these world activities so 
@ew and so unexpected to us, we 
ean gay to all inquirers that the 
heart of our people was in them. 
We gave instant and spontaneous 
expression of this in those early 
months following August, 1914 
there was the rally of men at 
Valcartier and the gifts of grain 
and flour by the federa! and pro- 
vincial governments to the Im- 
perial government. When the 
struggle hardened tnto a test of 
endurance with the call for men, 
and still more men and money, 
we gave ungrudgingty 

We, therefore, do well to re. 
flect upon the work which we 
have done. 

Grave Problems Ahead. 


We have. however, finished 
with the war. ©ur problems are 
tn the future There is much 
@learing up to be dona but our 


@ensiructive work will be in 


peaceful pursuits. We will do 
well, therefore, to remove the 
spirit of war from among us 
Financia! institutions, industrial 
corporations, labor organizationa, 
returned soldiers and educational 
activities should not be separated 
forces with latent or outspoken 


antagoniama, but cooperative 
bodies, each endeavoring to 
understand the other and. all 


recognizing obligation te the com- 
munity as a first claim. 

These are not mere platitudes. 
The world has a rough time 
ahead tn the readjustments which 
are inevitable. Men engaged in 
finance, in commerce, in agrieul~ 
ture, in labor, in educational work 
should therefore bring wisdom 
and restraint into the struggte. 

Cooperation the Solution. 

We will not secure a sound 
solutiof of these problems by re- 
taining chiefly a fighting sptrit, 
however deeply we may feel the 


need for reform The solution 
will come through patient per- 
sonal effort and through wise 
regulations by governments, It 
will come through conviction 
concerning nee ded reforms. ac- 
companied by good fellowship, 
mutual confidence and personal 
industry. The way of progress 


will not be found in distrust and 
angry agitation, but in hard 
knocks given and taken in good 
Part, in productive work com- 
monly underiaken and tn cooper- 
ative effort which accepts re- 
sponsibility to the community as 
a binding obligation 

Outlook Warrants Confidence. 

We need not be disturbed be- 
cause of vigorous differences of 
opinion among usa They are 
a sign of health in @ virtle people 
If men and women in Canada 
willl play their part—ewe need not 
fear the decisiona which will be 
reached. We will observe law 
and maintain orderly government 
and will not mistake mere agita- 
tion for power. We will remem- 
ber that for economic and social 
security we have great areas of 
upoceupted agricultural landa, 
which will be the homes of con- 
tented and prosperous peopies 
We have large potential wealth 
in timber reserves, in mines and 
in fisheries. We will continue our 
industrial development in pro- 
ducts for home and export trade 
Our outlook therefore warrants 
full confidence at home and 
abroad tn our future and in the 
institutions which perform the 
necessary service to meet the 
need of ever enlarging develop- 
ments 

Year's Business Most 
Satisfactory. 

Turning now to the report of 
your board of directors for the 
year 1918, which has just been 
presented, I believe you will con- 
sider it most satisfactory. Both 
the profits and assets under ad- 
ministration show substantial in- 
creases over those of a year ago. 
The continued growth of the com- 
pany is marked evidence of the 
public confidence it enjoys. I am 
going to ask the general manager 
in a few moments to address you, 
and he will deal at length with 
the balance sheet 

On the 19th day of May last Mr, 
7. A. Lash, K.C., Ld.D., one of the 
vice-presidents of the company, 
celebrated the 50th anniversary 
of his call to the bar of the pro- 
vince of Ontario, I think ft fitting, 
therefore, on this occasion for me 
to acknowledge on behalf of the 
shareholders, the board of direc- 
tors, the general manager and the 
other executive officers, the signal 
service which Mr Tash has 
rendered to the company. He has 
been a director and one of the 
vice-presidents of the company 
since its organization, and in 
those capacities has given largely 
of his time and ability to further 
its interests. Moreover, his great 
influence has been instrumental 
in directing to the company buai- 
ness of the very highest import 
ance. 

It is with deep regret your 
directors have to record the death 
during the year of Mr. George H 
Watson, K.C., who was a member 
of the first board of directors and 


waa re-elected at each annual 
meeting of shareholders since, that 
time. Mr. Watson always evinc- 
ed an active interest in the affairs 


of the company. Your directors 
also deeply regret having to re- 
cord the death during the present 
month of the Hon. Mr. George W.

GENERAL MANAGER'S 
REMARKS 

The general manager, Mr. W. 
EK. Rundle, spoke as follows: 

The president has referred to 
the gratitude we all feel at the 
victorious ending of the war, and 
to the splendid achievements of 
Canada. 

My first desire, therefore, upon 
rising to addres yon this after- 
noon is to express our heartfelt 
sympathy with the relatives and 
friends of those of our staff who, 
during the war, gavo their lives 
tn the service of their country. 
Fifty-three af our men enlisted, 
of whom nine were killed in 
action, one died in service, while 
many others were wounded We 
feel a pride in the part played 
by our staff, and to keep its 
recollection ever before us, a 
fitting memorial is in contempla- 
tion, Of those who have sur- 
vived 12 have already returned to 
the service of the company and 
the others will be welcomed back 
as soon as they havea received 
their discharge from the army 

b also desire to call the attan- 
tion of the shareholders today to 
the loyal and cheerful manner in 
which the staff at home dia- 
charged the added duties and re- 
sponsibflities imposed upon them 
by the absence of those at the 
front 

Net Earnings increase 

A year ago I pointed ont that 
before we again met the company 
would have attained its twentieth 
birthday, and I Promieed to re- 
view its progress during the 
twenty-year period. Refore doing 
so, however, you will doubtless 
expect me to make some com- 
ment upon the report of your 
directors just presented I be- 
Neve you will consider {t an 
eminently satisfactory one. The 
net earnings again tncreased sub- 
stantially and were equal to 
silehlly over 17% per cent. upon 
the capital, or & 9-10 Per cent. 
upon combined capital and re- 


serve. This result has been 
obtained through the increased 
volume of our bustnesan, and 


notwithstanding the marked re- 
duction again in 1918 in onr 
mortgage loans, which bore a 
higher rate of interest than do 
the government securities in 
which the funds were re-invested. 
Mortgage Loans Decrease While 

Government Securities In- 

crease During War 

If the shareholders will refer 
to the company’s reports for the 
Years prior to the war they will 
note the steady increase from 
year to year in mortgage loans. 
On the other hand they will ob- 
serve from the reports of subse- 
quent years the striking decrease 
in these loans all through the 
period of the war. High prices 
for farm products have not only 
enabled the farmers of Canada to 
meet their interest payments 
promptly, but to reduce the prin- 
cipal indebtedness as well, 

As mortgage loans were paid 
off instead of reinvesting in 
mortgages the company adopted 
the deliberate poliey of investing 
the monies in government securi- 
ties. This change represents in 
part the company’s effort to meet 
the obligation resting upon it to 
assist our governments in finane- 
tne Canada’s part in the war by 
taking up as large a share as 
possible of the war loans. Of the 
various war loans put out by the 
Dominion Government alone, we 
subscribed $7,686,600 for ourselves 
and our trusts. In addition we 
bought Provincial Government 
securities as well as some of those 
issued by Allied Governments. 

The war being at an end, we 
shall resume our effort to increase 
our mortgage loans, a class of 
investment which, both as to rate 
of interest and security, we have 
found most excellent. 

How Profits Were Distributed 

You will observe that in dis 
tributing the balance at the credit 
of the profits account your direc- 
tors,--after making certain con- 
tributions to Patriotic, Red Cross 
and other like funds, and provi 
sion for the Dominion Govern 
ment War Tax, and after provid- 
ing for a dividend of 10 per cent. 
to the shareholders,-have added 
$100,000 to the reserve fund; 
written $50,000 off office pre- 
mises; and set aside $50,000 to 
a special reserve for new 
branches The reserve fund is 
now greater than the capital and 
stands at $1,600,000, while the 
capital is $1,500,000. The amount 
written off office premises ta 
simply the continuation of a

With regard to the amount se 
aside for new branches, your 
directors have recently had under 
consideration certain recommen 
dations of the general manager 


for the extension of the com- 
pany's business in Western 
Canada It is not se long ago 
that our branch offices in that 


part of the dominion were almost 
soleiy mediums for the lending 
of money on mortgage. Trustee 
ships were few. The great in 
crease in wealth, however, which 
has come to Western Canada in 
recent years has enlarged the de 
mands for the services of the 
Corporate Trustean. We think it 
is the part of wisdom--and will 
be to the advantage of the share 


holders to keep abreast of the 
development of the Western Pro 
vince even if for a few years

It made unfair exac 
tions from the executor In time 
and responsibility, and in per 
sonal loyalty and generosity, and 
it often left out of consideration 
the executors ability to manage 
the property entrusted to him. 

It would be fairer to say that 
free service by personal execu- 
tors is more frequently an ex 
travagance than an economy, 
and growtng experience with trust 
companies and with personal 
executors le establishing a general 
conviction that a corporation is 
the rational choice for fiduciary 
Positions

Growth of Trust Companies 

While the greatest devetopment 
of the modern trust company has 
been in the United States, it is 
of unusual! interest tg us to know 
that the Trust Company idea nad 
its origin within the British Em- 
pire.

In the United States the de 
mand for a corporate trustee has 
become universal Thus the 
growth and success of Trust 
Companies there hag been phe- 


nomenal, especially during the 
last twenty-five years In 1891 
it was authoritatively reported 


that there were 171 companies in 
that country. By 1918 there were 


2,141 companies 
For the total assets adminis- 
tered by United States Trust 


Companies there are no complete 
figures avallable, but conserva- 
tive and expert estimates place 
the present aggregate at aproxi- 
mately nineteen billions of dal- 
lars. How faithful these com- 
panies have been as trustees ts 
shown by an equally remarkable 
record. The Trust Company has 
won ita way in the Untted States, 
and fulty merits the high and in- 
fluential place it occupies 
Trust Company Development 
in Canada 

In Canada, although 
were issued eartier, we really 
date our history of Trust Com 
panies from 1252, when the first 
company actually began business. 

At the time our own company 
was (noorporated in 1898 (20 
years ago) the assets under the 
administration of Canadian Trust 
Companies amounted to $16,000.

000. Now, according to the latest 
and fullest figures available, they 
amount to $489,000,000.
